the little grade school house at 
Mays. 
The 
little 
school 
building, 
which was built about fifteen 
years ago and which housed the 
lower six th grade pupils of cen­ 
ter towrnship, is being incorpor­ 
ated in the larger building. Twc 
class rooms were originally in 
the smaller building but 
these 
will be combined into one largt 
primary room in the large school 
house after it is completed. 
The fifth and six th grades are 
being 
housed 
in 
a 
portable 
school building on the present 
grounds pending the construc­ 
tion of the school house which is 
ex pected to be completed 
and 
ready for occupancy before the 
present school term ex pires. The 
first and second grades are locat­ 
ed in an 
old abandoned pool 
room in Mays while the 
third 
an fourth grades are situated 
in the Tittle red school house" 
at Shiveley’s corners. The eppei 
six grades wil remain at the Cen­ 
ter school building, a mile west 
of Mays, until they can 
move 
into the modern structure. 
This building at Center, which 
was erected about 20 years ago 
and was remodeled in 19 17, will 
be abandoned and sold after the 
the school house at Mays 
is 
completed. The new building is of 
tile construction with brick ve­ 
neer while the hall floors are of 
special cement composition and 
the rest of the floors will 
be 
hardwood. The new structure 
will house all of Center town­ 
ship’s school children, number­ 
ing 219 at the present time, and 
will contain such special dep art­ 
ment sas 
a cafeteria, 
library, 
modern 
gymnasium, 
manual 
training, home economics and 
commercial work . Most of the 
special department rooms will be 
located in the basement while 
the gym will be in the rear of 
the building proper. The 
ele­ 
mentary rooms will be on 
the 
first floor and the high 
school 
rooms on the second.

SPROUTING AGAIN! 


A SPLENDID TRIBUTE. 
A distinguished gathering of attorney s paid 
tribute to Judge Sparks here the other night, 
and Attorney General Ogden, in his address 
made a plea for higher qualifications fo^an in­ 
dividual to become a member of the bar in this 
state. 
This plea for higher qualifications cairied 
with it no reflection upon the fine assemblage 
here, but rather a plea for more general re­ 
strictions to safeguard the legal piofession. To 
day Indiana is far behind with regulations for 
the legal profession, and any one with a good 
moral character can practice law at any bar in 
the state. 
He* doesn’t particularly have 
to 
possess a law book! 
Even in the face of the lack of an ironclad 
sy stem for being admitted to the bar, such as 
other states have, Indiana lawyers possess high 
qualities and as a,whole are on a plane with the 
attorney s from other states having rigid xules 
governing the profession. 
Indiana has some mighty excellent judges, 
not only in the federal courts and the higher 
state courts, but also in the circuit courts, and as 
Judge Sparks remarked the other night, it re­ 
quires good attorney s practicing at the bar to 
make a good judge and a good court. 
This tribute alone speaks most highly of the 
attorney s in Indiana. 
If the state was repre­ 
sented by a shy ster bunch of attorney s, such as 
intimated by remarks from other states toward 
Indiana, one would not find the excellent outlay 
of attorney s and judges; one would not find a 
Judge Sparks on the second highest court in the 
United States; 
one would not find a Judge 
Baltzell or a Judge Slick on the federal bench, or 
such a splendid list of judges who sit on our 
state Supreme and Appellate Courts. 
These judges for the most part visited Rush- 
ville the other night to extend greetings to Judge 
Sparks. 
Their presence here was a fine tribute 
to the local jurist and to the local bar associa- 


tion. 
We hope these distinguished gentlemen 
will have occasion to attend another meeting of 
that kind in Rushville some day. 


UNINTELLIGIBLE.

THE HURRY - UP DRIVER. 
One of the most characteristic facts about 
automobile driving is the excited, ncivous and 
impatient way in which a multitude of people 
are driving. 
You will often see a man teaiing 
through a city street, and then suddenly turning 
in somewhere to park his car, after which he 
may not act in any particular hurry . 
No reason will often appear why he was in 
such a haste. Yet such a man may have made 
people jump and compelled pedestrians and driv­ 
ers to give up the right of way th at fairly be­ 
longed to them. 
It is a difficult thing to con­ 
trol. because the number of such impatient 
drivers is very large. 
If there was a general condition to impose 
severe penalties on such driving there would be 
a powerful protest. 
But the time will come

earth tremors shook the Atlan- 
tic coastline northward from 
Long Island sound to Nova Sco- 
tia and Newfoundland yesterday 
on the 174th anniversary of the 
heaviest earthquake ever record- 
ed in the New England area. No 
loss of life or serious damage 
jras reported. 
/ The .Fundian Fault, .which, 
runs southwestward from the 
Bay of Fundy off Cape Ann un- 
der the Atlantic ocean, was be- 
lieved by Prof. Kirtley F. Mather, 
Harvard geologist, to have been 
the source of the disturbance. 


The shocks began at approxi- 


mately 3:35 p. m., became severe 
in two minutes, and continued 
to be reported on the Harvard 
seismograph for an hour. Shak- 
ing buildings, rattling dishes, 
and pictures, slamming doors 
and swinging light fixljpres were 
noted in scores of communities 
in the six New England states, 
the maritine provinces of Can- 
ada and Newfoundland. In up- 
per New York state and New 
York city itself there were very 
slight manifestations. 


Employes 400 feet above the. 


ground in the custom house 
tower in Boston felt the struc- 
ture sway and mild alarm was 
evidenced by persons working in 
the state house and business 
buildings in the city. The high- 
est tide of the year, possibly in- 
fluenced by the earthquake, was, 
recorded by coastal cities. 


A snow and rain storm was 


covering Maine during the tre- 
mors and the fear that buildings 
would collapse drove inhabitants 
of several towns and cities out- 
doors into the bad weather. Two 
women were reported to have 
been made violently ill by sway- 
ing of a building in Augusta. 
Vermont and New Hampshire 


felt the shocks less sharply. A 
safe was said to have heen movT 
ed in offices at Nashu, N. H., and 
light fixtures swung like pendu- 
lums at Randolph, Vt. 
Girls employed hi an office 


building at New Haven, Conn., 
rushed to the street in sem- 
blance of a near panic. Provi- 
dence, R. L, felt the disturbance 
plainly and structures were re- 
ported to have been rocked in 
Worcester, Springfield and Berk- 
shire county communities in 
Massachusetts. There was some 
damage to transatlantic cables 
out of Newfoundland. 


Of the 200 earth shocks in the 


history of New England since 
the first recorded one in June, 
1638, only 12 have been consid- 
ered severe. The shock on No- 
vmber 18, 1775,' which sent 1,400 
chimneys 
crashing 
to 
the 


ground, cracked walls and roofs 
and caused panics in ^several 
communities, did the greatest 
-damage. The last severe shock 
was felt on January 7, 1925..

dance at state parks had in- 
creased during the past few 
years. The first year any record 
was kept at Turkey Run, he 
stated, there were 33,000 people 
visited the park, and last year 
the ' attendance was 116,000. 
Similar increases were shown at 
other parks, notably Indiana 
Dunes park, where the atten- 
dance was 62,000 in 1926 and 
150,000 last year. 


Mr. Diggs ^pointed out that 


the state department of conser- 
vation consists of various scien- 
tific and semi-scientific activi- 
ties, having been organized in 
1918 by combining the division 
of entomology, fish and game 
department, and the divisions of 
engineering, geology and lands 
and waters, under which head 
state parks formerly came. 


Mr. Diges set out that origin- 


ally the state bought the sites of 
three state parks—Turkey Run, 
McCormick's Creek ^and .the 
Dunes, but that the remainder 
had been given to the state.

• 4ay Indiana is far behind -with regulations for 
the legal profession, and anyone with a good 
inoral character can practice law at any, bar in 
the state. 
He- doesn't particularly have to 


possess a law book! 


Even in the face of the lack of an ironclad, 


system for being admitted to the bar, such as 
•other states have, Indiana lawyers possess high 
qualities and as a.whole are on a plane "with the 
attorneys from other states having rigid rules 
.governing the profession. 


Indiana has some mighty excellent judges, 


not only in the federal courts and the higher 
state courts, but also in the circuit courts, and as 
grudge Sparks remarked the other night, it re- 
quires good attorneys practicing at the bar to 
make a good judge and a good court. 


This tribute alone speaks most highly of the 


attorneys in Indiana. 
If the state was repre- 


sented by a shyster bunch of attorneys, such as 
intimated by remarks from other states toward 
Indiana, one would not find the excellent outlay 
of attorneys and judges; one would not find a 
Judge Sparks on the second highest court in the 
United States; one would not find a Judge 
Baltzell or a Judge Slick on the federal bench, or 
such a splendid list of judges who sit on our 
State Supreme and Appellate Courts. 


These judges for the most part visited Rush- 


ville the other night to extend greetings to Judge 
Sparks. Their presence here was a fine tribute 
to the local jurist and to the local bar associa- 


tion. 
We hope these distinguished gentlemen 


will have occasion to attend another meeting of 
that kind in RushvUle some day. 


UNINTELLIGIBLE.

But no.t until it was all over 
was it discovered that the painting had been 
hanging wrong side up. Judges, art connoisseurs 
and visitors had never caught on. The artist 
himself had to point it out. 


As long as a painting carries so unintelligible 


a message 'that no one notices if it is hung upside 
down, the average man cannot be expected to 
get very much nouishment out of it. 


THE HURRY-UP DRIVER. 


One of the most characteristic facts about 


automobile driving is the excited, nervous and 
impatient way in which a multitude of people 
are driving. You will often see a man tearing 
through a city street, and then suddenly turning 
in somewhere to park his car, after which he 
may not act in any particular hurry. 


No reason will often appear why he was hi 


such a haste. Yet such a man may have made 
people jump and compelled pedestrians and driv- 
ers to give up the right of way that fairly-be- 
longed to them. It is a difficult thing to con- 
trol, because the number of such impatient 
drivers is very large. 


If there was a general condition to impose 


severe penalties on such driving there would be 
a powerful protest. 
But the time will come 


when our people will see the folly of allowing 
such driving and will take measures to stop it.
